tality, for in It they saw lit's In the 
dormant-state. Tho people after the 
lite of Christ'applied this observation, 
and used the egg- to symbolize the 
immortality of Christ.

Christian naw In tho ess a more In- K 
animate object, but an object that had 
the power to become a living thing. 
Roman-Catholics were forbidden to 
,:at eggs durlntr Lent at one time as 
OK-gs were considered to' be the sarac 
as meat. 
Germany claimed to bo the origin- 


ator ot the Easter Rabbit, Among the 
poor pea.nanti-y of that country when 
tho child clamored for Kastcr.Eggs. 
the parents told them that • as they 
were too poor to buy a hen they could 
not expect any eggs. But the cnllflren 
nevertheless made their nests out of 
straw in g*od faith that they would 
not be overlooked. Tho parents then 
procured the eggs somewhere else anil 
with thorn Jn the nest they placed a 
big white rabbit. 
Tho children find- 


Ing the rabbit with their eggs and 
knowing that their parents did not 
have a hen, naturally thought that the 
rabbit was their benefactor. This cus- 
tom grow, and was more wlikly ob- 
served every year until now the East- 
er egg and "the Easter Eabblt are In- 
separable. 
But the German people wcro wron? 


In supposing that they were the orig- 
inators of this custom. It was/observ- 
ed in a--way In prehistoric China. Here 
the people hold a Moon festival every 
year. It culminates on the flrst full 
moon after March 12. This date Is in 
the usual vicinity of our Easter. On 
this night the people all pay tribute 
tn tho rabbit which they believe Is the 
slave ot a genii of tho moon and Is 
held captlvo by him. pounding herbs 
and drugs to make the elixir of life. If 
you look at tho moon on Easter Sun- 
day cveninsrs you can see him there 
poundlng'away Tor all ho is worth. 
So the Kaster rabbit has Its origin 
in a queer combination of the Taolst 
belief. 
East 
African 
mythology, 
southern negro folklore, and early 
Christian legend. Somehow these sev- 
eral different phases all got twisted 
up Into each other until now they ap- 
pear .in the fuzzy white rabbit and the 
ci,-(?s that accompany it on Easter 
morn.

He is one of tho three best known du Ponts, 


The scnalor. Col. Henry du Pont, who was elected 
in 1SD3 to the United States senate after a heated 
contest in the days when "Gas" Addicks was at- 
tempting to bo political lung o£ Delaware, is an 
uncle. T. Colcman du Pont, republican national 
committee-man of Delaware and who received the 
vote of his state for presUent at the republican 
national convention, Is a member ol the Ken- 
tucky, branch oC the family, and has been presi- 
dent of tho E. I. du Pont flo Nemours Co. All 
of the family originated from the French states- 
man and economist, Pierre Samuel du Pont do 
Xemours, who came to Delaware from France in 
the early part of the last century and died at 
Wilmington^ Delaware in 1817. This Pierre was 
the direct ancestor ot the present Picrro Samuel 
du Pont, president of the General Motors Corpor- 
ation. All ot these du Ponts have been brought 
up in the powder and explosives business, 
du Pont company h'as perhaps received its great- 
est impcius under the presidency ot the Pierre du 
Pont who was its head during the war. 


Pierre du Pont is a graduate of the Massa- 


chusetts Institute of Technology and was 51 years 
and two months old when he came to Janesville 
Wednesday.

•The date for..this eclipse Ms the. 
mornlns of the eljrhtn, but! ,as it 
will not be visible to us., more <3e-. 
tails can be omitted. \Ve may,'how- 
ever, explain to our readers that an 
annular eclipse is one in which at 
some places on the earth the moon, 
is seen to obstruct the central por- 
tion of the SUTT Iravine a brilliant 
ring; of the sun's surface uncover- 
ed.' For' this reason an -annular 
'eclipse—llkqjuiy. partial—is entire- 
ly -lacking: in the., beautiful pheno- 
mena which mark the total eclipse. 


The name annual comes from 


the Latin word arfnulus, a ring-. 
The ring is only visible alone; a 
. 


narrow path—liko the. path of totality at the 
time'of a. total eclipse: elsewhere, if visible, the 
eclipse- is partial. At an annular eclipse the 
moon is too far away from, the earth to cover 
the'entire solar surfaced It is as If we took a 
small coin and held ii before a source of light: 
!<• the coin is close enough to the eye it shuts 
out the entire light, a total eclipse:, but we cap 
move the coin'away.from the eye. toward the 
light and get the annular effect.

The lunar Eclipse. 


The lunar eclipse -will be visible all over* 


the United States and 
will be total. It will 


take place on the night of April .21-22. The 
moon will enter the penumbra, or lesser shadow 
of the earth at 11:57 p. m., or just before mid- 
night, by Eastern standard time. The umbra • 
or deep shadow will .bp entered one hour and 
six- minutes later, and totality itself will begin, 
at twenty-three minutes 'past two and last 
until five minutes past' three in the morning. 
The entire 'phenomenon will be completed at 
about half past five when the moon will leave

The mooln, of course, lias no light of Its

When 
the moon happens to be shut off from the sun's 
rays It is dark'or-eclipsed; this,occurs when 
the moon; enters the shadow cast by the earth 
into space on thj opposite side from that in 
which tlifi sun is.

:thc sun, and the phase is really that ot full

phase. It you have ever witnessed., a total 
eclipse-of the moon, you will n'o doubt have 
noticed that even while the. eclipse is at total- 
ity, the moon is plainly visible, and seems to be 
lliuminated with a dim light of a reddish tinge. 
This is sunlight, too, but it .does not come di-- 
rectly from the sun -to the moon.
